Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or suggest 
any obvious combination of the limitations discussed in the 
previous Office Action mailed on September 26, 2003, and further 
comprising the limitations of (With respect to claims 1 and 6) 
the muffler or method of manufacturing the muffler to provide a 
projection projecting into the sound absorbing material formed in 
the external tube in spaced relation from the internal tube and 
extending substantially about the entire periphery of the external 
tube; nor (With respect to claim 7) wherein a sound absorbing 
material and the internal tube is inserted into the external tube 
formed generally into a straight tube in a first place, then a 
projection is formed on the external tube, and then both ends of 
the external tube are drawn into a tapered shape; nor (With 
respect to claim 8) wherein a sound absorbing material and an 
internal tube are inserted into the external tube one end of which 
is drawn into a tapered shape in a first place, then a projection is 
formed on the external tube, and then the other end of the 
external tube is drawn into a tapered shape.
